I here are three very highly honored and honorable professions which are essential to a com m unity 
and these three professions are exposed to great em barrassm ent and injury by men of low ideals and 
ideas who take them up. 


PREACHERS 


I lie minister of the gospel who stands in his place in a com m unity and defends the right and d e ­ 
nounces the wrong, always in a spirit of true desire to help and not to hurt, is worthy of regard and 
always needed. 
T h e tim e serving, patronizing preacher, who, for the sake of the soft flatteries of the 
lawless or the im m oral, who, for the sake of the m oney gifts or vain popularity which will com e to him 
for trying to be “ broad” by dodging responsibilities, may flatter himself that he is well liked but he has 
an unenviable affection and surely discredits the great profession to which he belongs and fails to 
m eet his obligations to his com m unity and his tim e. 


PHYSICIANS 


T h e physician, so essential a part of our com m unity and hom e life, who has a high opinion of his 
profession and holds to it with a firm and unswerving grip, is worthy of confidence and patronage by 
all. 
D ie m urderer who performs crim in al operation upon y o u n g w om en or the conscienceless 
physician who prostitutes his skill and talent prescribing deadly drugs to accom plish the same purpose 
a crim inal operation would; tile advertising quack who appeals to the weaknesses and inmoralities of 
men and women and stoops to any kind of base and unspeakable quackery because base people will 
pay a big price for his falsehood and deceit as he toys with their plausible weaknesses, is a disgrace to 
a noble profession and ought to be deposed by law and boycotted by all people. 


LAWYERS 


T h e lawyer, who holds to the old and high ethics of the law and feels that he is to use His highest 
intelligence and honest efforts to uphold righteousness and law and order and decency in his com m unity, 
is a credit to a great profession calculated from the beginning of man to play a valuable part in the 
adjustm ent of affairs in hum an society and merits the applause and patronage of all high minded 
people. 
But the man who, because there is a fee attached, no m atter how large, will use his genius 
and inform ation and crucify his respectability and conscience and imperil his hom e and the homes of 
other people, in defending a base and im m oral character, known to be base and imm oral, and known 
to be in a business whose sole end is to debauch and destroy its victim s, is a disgrace to his profession 
and m erits the contem pt of right minded people. 


Tile men in all of these honorable and essential professions need to learn all, that there are some 
things a preacher, a physician and a lawyer cannot afford, under any circum stances, to do for m oney, 
no m atter how m uch the offer nor how poor the individual. 


The PREACHER MUST KNOW that what he winks at he fosters and thus becomes a participant in. 
Those who 
did not. in some form, fight the German Army contributed to the success of the same. There can be no neutrality when 
morality is at stake. 
When a motor is in neutral it is running but not getting anywhere. 
So is a man who says he is 
neutral. 
A true courageous preacher will stand for what he believes to be right, no matter what the consequences. 
No other is worthy of the name. 


The DOCTOR MUST LEARN that what he encourages in immorality by his promise to save a young girl from dis­ 
grace; his promise of relief from its consequences becomes a rupporter of the immorality that brings the condition. The 
doctor is almost, if not quite, as important a moral factor in human society as the minister and in a sense more so. 
There are somethings a doctor cannot afford to do for money. 
The sooner the conscienceless doctor and the medical 
quack are totally eliminated by law and by public opinion the better. 


The LAWYER NEEDS TO LEARN that there are many things a lawyer cannot afford to do for money. 
What a 
lawyer defends, often determines his character and what he does. 
A high minded lawyer will so conduct his business 
as that certain types of people will not seek his bffice. 
Men who seek to use their genius and knowledge to defeat the 
ends of justice and foster immorality in the community are battling against decency; they are battling against our 
American homes and honor and such things cannot be defended on professional grounds by any law of reason or morals. 
Such people should be left to the men who are of their kind, and the sooner they learn that men of ability and character 
will not accept their business and that they must take their chances in court undefended and unsupported, no matter 
what price they are willing to pay, the sooner will they shrink trom their crimes. 


A Lawyer of true worth can well afford to have a small practice if it is clean and honorable. 
But he cannot afford to have a small character, no matter what it can be cashed for in money. 
Character lasts longer than money.

the disorder had passed. 
Five of the 4?ad are negroes and 
* two are whites. 
The wounded in most cases were 
hurried to hospitals, after which

There was no concerted battle 
by the blacks, the outbreaks dolt 
ing a large area.
